The tax rate for the city of Bush- 


vill<; was definitely 
fixed Monday 


night at the special meeting of the 
city council, when a levy .of 
70 


cents for 1926 was agreed upon, a 
reduction of 5 cents from the pro- 
posed levy as adopted a few weeks 
ngo. 


The reduction to 70 ' cents -was 


made possible by slashing the var- 
ious, appropriations to an extremely 
low point, which may not tide over 
some of the departments next '-ear, 
it was said. The pronosed levy of 
73 cents would net $68,700, while 
rtie 70 cents levy will net only $65,- 
398.50. 


The city required ^82,000 to op- 


erate" this year, and the 
reduction 


next year was made possible by cut- 
ting down the cost of operation in 
several departments, including the 
salary of the city clerk's office, at- 
torneys office, supplies for material 
on streets, police department and 
other places. The appropriation for 
the poplice department next 
year 


•will not be adequate enough to 
maintain the present force. 


The ordinance calling for 
the 


adoption of the" 70 cent levy was u- 
nanimously passed, and other bus- 
iness set for the special session pro- 
ceeded.

The county .auditor's office was a 


busy place today,, with the commis- 
sioners and "council both in session, 
the former to award the contract 
for the Eleventh street paving pro- 
ject and the latter to make a defi- 
ciency and to consider appropria- 
tions for 1926. 


The commissioners opened • the 


bids for 
paving Eleventh street 


Monday afternoon, but withheld, ac- 
tion until today on account of Mon-. 
day being a holiday. The commis- 
sioners' also finally passed on the 
budget and levy for the free gravel 
road repair fund and the township 
free gravel road bond and interest 
fiind as adopted at their August 
session. 


The commissioners decided this 


afternoon not to award the - Ele- 
venth street contract until Satur- 
'day. 


The council will not act finally on 


1926- appropriations until Wednes- 
day on account of a law limiting 
appropriations in any one day by 
the council to $15,000. It was ex- 
pected, Niowever, that the 
council 


would practically agree on the ap- 
propriations today and return Wed- 
nesday for further consideration and 
passage of the'appropriation ordin- 
ance. 


The council was also expected to 


make a. deficiency appropriation to- 
day 1o carry through:'the year sev- 
eral funds that were short. 


The. 
council adopted 
a .budget 


calling for the appropriation 
of 


.$ll:'.,09(i. at its mcctir- August 24, 
and fixed the tentative, county tax 
rate at fourteen cents which, if fin- 
ally adopted, will represent an" in- 
crease of five cents over this year. 


The 'proposed rate, according to 


the budget, will raise $69,871, and 
the. balance of the money estimated 
to be needed next year will come 
from a balance of $30,000 in 
the 


general fund left over this year and 
$13.225 available from other sourc- 
es lhan taxation.
